When employees enter on 


duty in Washington, they are 
given a course to

them witli the organization. It's 
standards, rules and regulations, 
and other essential information 
to enable them to become prop- 
erly adjusted in their new posit- 
ions. Also, there is constantly 
available for their guidance and 
counsel a supervisory staff to 
furnish sound advice and assist- 
ance on all the numerous prob- 
lems which might arise either 
in connection with or outside 
work.

To qualify for FBI employment 
you must be: (1) a citizen of the 
United States, (2) a high school 
graduate, (3) at least 16 years 
old, (4) able to pass a required 
physical examination, and (5) 
able to pass a rigid investigat- 
ion of loyalty, reputation, and 
character. 


To qualify as an FIB steno- 


grapher, you must be able to 
take dictation - by any system 
• at-the rate of 80 words per min- 
ute, to type at the rate of 45 
words per minute, and to suc- 
cessfully pass a spelling and vo- 
cabulary test. Typists with some 
shorthand training but who have 
insufficient ability to meet these 
requirements can attend an FBI 
conducted shorthand school on 
their own time at no expense, if 
assigned to Washington, D.C., 
in order to qualify for the posit- 
ion 'Of stenographer while work- 
ing as clerks. 


Employees of the FBI receive 


thirteen working days' paid va- 
cation annually during the first 
three years of employment and 
twenty working days annyally 
thereafter until the employee has 
served in the Government for 
fifteen years, after which time 
he receives twenty-six working 
days' paid vacation 
annually.

Is Rally Cry 
of Johnson

address at the University of .. 
Michigan, President Johnson 
invited the youth of America to 
join in building "the great so- 
ciety."

— rebuilt cities, 
flourishing 


schools, conservation programs 
and the elimination of poverty —

than

While you're there, 
get a card certifying that you 
have liability coverage — it's 
required for motoring in Cana- 
da. If you're going south of the 
border, buy Mexican auto insur- 
ance, available at daily rates. 
American claims agents can't 
operate in Mexico. 


Bpatowners: If your boating 


equipment is worth more than 
your homeowners policy allows, 
you ought to consider hull insur- 
ance. Boat liability, similar to 
auto liability, is a good idea for 
any craft. 


Life: You can climb mount- 


ains, shoot rapids — as long as 
you don't do it for a living — 
and today's life insurance poli- 
cies stay in effect. However, 
some older policies have limita- 
tions. For example they m,ay 
exclude coverage aboard chart- 
er or non-scheduled flights such 
as the increasingly popular Ca- 
nadian fly ins.
